The assessments in San Joaquin 
eounty foot up $20,495,910, of which 
real estate is set down at $11,902,134. 
Von Bclimidt lias commenced the 
work of grading roads and laying out 
the grounds at Observatory Point.

The contract for furnishing station­ 
ary for the ensuing year to the State 
Normal School lias been awarded to 
A. W aldtevfel, of San Jose, lie being 
the lowest bidder. 
It is reported th at the M arysvillians 
raised about $1,000 for W illiam Coop­ 
er, the member of the Sacramento 
JJg h t Artillery who had his arm 
Clown off by the prem atm e discharge 
of a cannon at that city on Friday. 
A delegation of three Indians from 
Sierra Valley arrived in Iruckee last 
week. They came to spy out tlie land 
and find out definitely the prospects 
of the comingcropof grasshoppers and 
grub worms in that section.

Finch’s opposition stage upset about 
half a mile above Drytown,.on Mon­ 
day. There were fourteen passengers 
in it, who were more or less injured. 
One had his shoulder-blade broken, 
and two or throe others were badly 
hurt. 
The Banner says: “Reports from all 
our large orchards are veiy favorable. 
The fruit is much better than last year 
and far more abundant. All the or­ 
chards along the Sacramento river are 
yielding more fruit than ever he­ 
lo re.” 
The northern-bound express traiu of 
the California and Oregon Railroad, 
on Sunday evening last, near Vina 
Station, ran over and killed a man 
named Stephen McNally, of Timbuc- 
too, while lying on the track, asleep.

A domes­ 
tic estrangem ent occurred between 
them before he embarked for Califor­ 
nia, and the two, though not divorced, 
remained strangers to each other for 
the last, twenty-live years.

He 
has purchased and shipped to Newport 
Landing a cargo of lumber,with which 
he intends erecting the necessary 
buildings. 
Reports from W estm inster arc satis­ 
factory. The crops have turned out 
splendidly and of course the farmers 
are contented and happy. Robt. Eccles 
lias secured another splendid artesian 
well on his farm, having bored only 
a depth of one hundred feet. Almost 
every day brings accessions to the 
population, and in every instance they 
are men whose influence will serve to 
bring others. The Fourth was celebra­ 
ted by a general re-union of the col­ 
onists, and after due honor had been 
done to the day, the m atter of starting 
a co-operative store was discussed, and 
a committee appointed to canvass lor 
subscriptions to the stock. It is pro­ 
posed to make the eaptial stock $2,590 
divided into 100 shares at $25 per share 
and to have the store opened for busi­ 
ness not later than August 1st. The 
committee have m et with great en­ 
couragement in canvassing.

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Co-operative Nursery and Fruit Co. 


Notably among tho enterprises that 
have been put on foot In this city dur­ 
ing the present season may be men­ 
tioned the Co-operative Nursery and 
Fruit 
Company 
of Los 
Angeles 
county. This company was incorpor­ 
ated June 5th, 1874, by men who are 
well known in Southern California in 
the nursery business. On the 19th of 
June a meeting of stockholders was 
held, at which by-laws were adopted 
and the following Board of Directors 
elected, to hold office for one year: 
Tiros. A. G a r e y , M il t o n T h o m a s , 
J o h n S. T h o m p s o n , O. W. C h i l d s 
and I s a a c S. S m i t h . 
After the ad­ 
journment of the stockholders, a meet­ 
ing of the new Board of Directors was 
held, which organized by the election 
of the following officers: President, 
T h o s . A. G a r e y ; Vice - President, 
M il t o n T h o m a s ; Secretary, L. M. 
H o l t ; Treasurer, J o h n G. D o w n e y . 
A few days after the organization of 
the Board, the entire capital stock— 
$250,000—was taken, and more called 
for. 
The practical work of the com­ 
pany has been already commenced, 
and is being pushed as rapidly as the 
nature of the enterprise will permit. 
A contract with II. J. C r o w has been 
made, the terms of which require that 
gentleman to sprout and care for 
500,000 orange trees, 100,000 lime trees 
and 75,000 lemon trees, and to deliver 
said trees to the company between the 
1st of March and the 1st of July of 
next year, at their nursery grounds. 
Mr. C r o w has planted the seed from 
one hundred and fifty barrels of or­ 
anges, and is to plant more. The 
young plants have already made their 
appearance and are growing finely. 
This is all that can be done in this 
line at present. 
'While this work has 
been put in successful operation, the 
company have been looking around for 
land. A few days since they pur­ 
chased eighty acres of land from J. Q. 
A. S t a n l e y , located on the. east side 
of San Pedrostrect, about one mile from 
the city limits, and firty-three acres 
from S. H a l e y , located on the west 
side of San Pedro street, still nearer 
the city limits. These two pieces of 
land give the company a frontage of 
about one mile on San Pedro street, 
part on each side and for a short dis- 
tace on both sides, of the street. The 
land is said to be the very best for the 
nursery business that can be found in 
Los Angeles county. W ater can be 
had from the city for irrigation pur­ 
poses; but the company proposes to 
become entirely independent of the 
city in this respect. On the fifty-three 
acre tract they already have an arte­ 
sian well which brings an abundance 
of water to within a few feet of the 
surface. 
This will be lifted at small 
expense into a large reservoir and dis­ 
tributed at pleasure. 
Work will be 
commenced on the company’s lands 
early the coming Fall, and during the 
Winter and Spring months the entire 
tracts will be put in a high state of 
cultivation and covered with nursery 
and orchard. The leading men en­ 
gaged in this company are practical 
nurserymen and have made money at 
the business in Los Angeles county. 
It is understood that Messrs. G a r e y , 
T h o m a s , C h i l d s and C r o w intend to 
close out their private nurseries as 
soon as possible and turn their entire 
attention to building up the trade 
of this 'company, which will in a 
few years eclipse anything in the 
nursery line on the Pacific coast. 
Eight years ago T h o s . A. G a r e y , 
President of the company, commenced 
the nursery business on the thirty- 
eight acres now owned by him on San 
Pedro street, two miles from the Court 
house, with no capital at all and in 
debt for his land. During the eight 
years he has built up a mammoth 
trade and a moderate fortune. Three 
years ago his sales amounted to nine 
thousand dollars a year; two years ago 
his sales were fifteen thousand dollars; 
last year they were twenty-five thous­ 
and, and this year fifty thousand dol­ 
lars or more. To-day his thirty-eight 
acres are unencumbered, and cannot 
be bought for one hundred thousand 
dollars. This trade and this business 
Mr. G a r e y will turn over to the Com­ 
pany as soon as it is ready to take care 
of it. During the past two years Mr. 
G a r e y has been unable to raise trees 
as fast as his business has increased, 
and he lias been compelled to buy 
trees elsewhere, and at times whole 
nurseries, in order to supply his cus­ 
tomers, and even now his stock is 
greatly reduced; so much so that he is 
entirely out of many varieties. These 
facts not only illustrate the profitable­ 
ness of the nursery business, but they 
show the demand for trees and the con­ 
sequent growth of Southern California. 
This county and this end of the State 
is yet in its infancy, and a prosperous 
future is just dawning. This Nursery 
Company will meet a public demand 
by supplying hundreds of thousands o 
trees to the public and raising them 
in such vast quantities that they can 
be sold to the farmer and orchardist at 
half the present rates, and still make 
a fortune for the company. W ith 
trees at half their present price, thous­ 
ands will be put out where now scores 
only are bought, and every available 
piece of land in this and adjoining 
counties will be sought for and bought 
by the actual settler and converted 
into orchards and happy homes. The 
m ain ousiuess of the Nursery Com­ 
pany will be the growing and selling 
of semi-tropical fruits. Adjoining the 
cim pany’s lands on the south is a tract 


of eighty acres, purchased some months 
since by Mr. Davis, of Oakland, who 
proposes to convert the same into a 
nursery for the growing of all kinds of 
ornamental trees, shrubs, plants, etc. 
This business will also be carried on 
on a large scale, so that the people 
will be fully supplied so far as these 
two branches of industry are con­ 
cerned. 


Angora Goats. 


Mr. W i l l i a m M. L a n d r u m , of tho 
firm of L a n d r u m & R o d g e r s , of W at­ 
sonville, Santa Cruz county, passed 
this city yesterday with 1,025 Angora 
goats of different grades that he is 
taking to Guadalupe Island, which 
lies some distance from the mainland 
two hundred miles south of San Diego. 
This island contains 160,400 acres, 
thirty-eight square miles of which are 
covered with cedar timber and three 
square miles with pine. In thecafions 
and gulches grow a great deal of palm. 
The island is well adapted to goat or 
sheep raising. It is owned by a com­ 
pany, of which the firm named are 
members. This company now have 
40,000 goats on the island. Mr. L a n ­ 
d r u m is entitled to the credit of being 
the pioneer thoroughbred Angora goat 
breeder on the Pacific coast. 
He 
brought two of these goats from Mis­ 
souri across the plains in 1801, and he 
now has at Watsonville two hundred 
pure Angoras—about one-third of all 
there is in the United States. The 
band he is now driving south contains 
different grades, from the nearly pure 
Angora down to the almost common 
goat. 
A few facts concerning the An­ 
gora goat and the value of its fleece 
will be of interest. The ewes shear 
about six pounds; seven pounds is the 
extreme. The extreme weight of the 
buck’s fleece is ten pounds. The aver­ 
age of the ewe’s fleece is four pound®, 
and the average of the buck’s six 
pounds. There is no consumption of 
this wool as yet on the Pacific coast, 
but it readily sells 
in 
the East 
at the following figures: Lowest grade, 
24c(¡i30c; second, 45c@48c; third, 65c; 
pure select, $1 20. 
Fair average is 
worth $1 per pound. The value of the 
Angora goat, mixed and pure, is as 
follows: Ewes, half-breed, $4; three- 
fourths, $6; seven-eights, $9; 
finer 
quality, $30; thoroughbred, from $120 
to $175. Mixed bucks are worth about 
$30, while the thoroughbreds sell at 
from S150 to $200 each. The Angora 
goat is a great deal hardier than the 
sheep. The climate of the Southern 
Coast counties is especially adapted 
to their culture. In Oregon, the An­ 
gora breeders have been especially 
successful, and it is believed that that 
State will become noted for its pro­ 
duction of mohair. To those M ho con­ 
template entering into the business of 
Angora goat breeding, it is well to say 
that an important feature of success is 
to start in with pure males. The old 
breeders find that all the improvement 
comes fro m the males. Mohair—the 
M'ool of the Angora goat—Is used e x ­ 
tensively in the manufacture of al­ 
pacas, Irish poplins, and many other 
classes of ladies’ fine dress good®. 
It 
is 
also 
used 
in 
striping 
and figuring worsted goods. Nearly 
all of the uchret or silk plush in the 
market is made of mohair. In time 
we shall have a factory at San Fran­ 
cisco which Mill consume all the mo­ 
hair raised on the Pacific Coast. 


Is It a Sham Struggle? 


There is a good deal of the sem­ 
blance of “ fuss and feathers” in the 
telegraphic and newspaper reports that 
come over to us from NeM' York rela­ 
tive to the contest for freight and pas­ 
sengers said to be going on between 
the overland railroads and the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company. It is no­ 
ticeable that these reports never con­ 
vey any real, tangible information, 
nor do they contain a single positive 
statement from either company. There 
is a sort of deceptive sound about the 
M'hole affair that tends more toward 
exciting a suspicion that all is not 
right than establishing a conviction 
in the minds of the public that there 
is an actual rivalry between the two 
corporations which means business. 
One day we are told that the Panama 
steamers are taking California freight 
at low rates, and that the railroad 
managers are furious in consequence. 
This is followed by a statement that 
the railroads hat¡e reduced overland 
freights to a ridiculously low figure, 
and thus excited the wrath of the 
steamship company. 
Now all this 
may be taken cum grano sails. It is 
possibly true, but more probably quite 
the reverse. There is too much the 
air of boys’ play about it. So long as 
the raids of first one side and then the 
other continue, the public has abund­ 
ant grounds for apprehension. Bo long 
as the contending factions continue to 
contend, there is danger of a fraternal 
embrace. Corporations are not seri­ 
ously addicted to the ugly habit of 
fleecing each other while the public 
goose hangs so low that it may be 
plucked instead. There is little doubt 
but the real purpose of the many rail­ 
road and steamer meetings is to effect 
a combination which shall leave it 
optional M’ith the California shipper to 
pay high freights or resort to clipper 
ships and the long time route around 
the Horn. If this is not the end of the 
caterwauling now going on, a neM' era 
has dawned in the M'orld of trade, and 
corporations M ill henceforth fight each 
other, while the public quietly looks 
forward to a verification of the adage 
that when thieves fall out honest men 
come by their due. The rival compa­ 
nies had much rather patch upa com­ 
bination than continue the competi­ 
tion, and on the principle that where 
thero’s a will there's a way, we appre­ 


hend that the defiant shouts of to-day 
really mean an invitation toa compro­ 
mise love feast to-morroM'. 


The Germans and Local Option. 


An item is passing around that the 
German Convention recently held at 
Sacramento passed a resolution to the 
effect that they Mould support no can­ 
didate for office who would not pledge 
himself in M-riting beforehand that he 
would oppose all and every one of the 
radical temperance 
measures now 
urged or that may be urged hereafter. 
This is an error which justice to our 
German population demands should 
be corrected. The convention Mas not 
a German Convention in the strict 
sense of the' term. It M'as a Turner 
Bur.d Convention—a gymnastic asso­ 
ciation—and diil not in form, though 
to a certain extent it did in fact, rep­ 
resent the German element of the 
country. The Turners did adopt a res­ 
olution expressing in sentiment almost 
precisely what is credited to the “ Ger­ 
man Convention ” which Mas never 
held. 
The right of the Turners to 
demand of candidates the pledge in­ 
corporated in their resolution, is a 
point on which there has been much 
discussion. On this one question we 
do not propose to offer an argument 
further than to say that it is the cus­ 
tom of conventions to demand not one 
but many pledges of their candidates. 
We all know that conventions and 
individuals refuse to vote for candi­ 
dates who Mill not pledge themselves 
to support or oppose stated measures. 
Men are elected to office on their prin­ 
ciples— on their avowed promise to 
pursue a defined and clearly stated 
policy. 
They pledge themselves to 
this before every meeting and to every 
voter. Parties demand that their can­ 
didates shall advocate certain meas­ 
ures and oppose certain others that are 
named. The Turners did not go be­ 
yond this custom. 
They pledged 
themselves not to support candidates 
who would not make certain pledges. 
This is the head and fruit of their 
offending, no more. That the senti­ 
ment is indorsed by their country­ 
men we have no doubt; but in con­ 
vention they only spoke for them­ 
selves.

The building will doubtless 
be rebuilt and refurnished with m a­ 
chinery, though the proprietors have 
not yet decided positively upon the 
course which they will pursue. 
The 
cause of the fire was doubtless from 
the heating of m achinery, as stated in 
o u r report of yesterday. 
A force of 
fneu were at work yesterday removing 
th e grain from the debris. About five 
hundred sacks of corn in good condi­ 
tion were tj)kcn out, and about three 
hundred som ew hat injured by the lire 
¡and water. 
A considerable quantity 
«till remains to be removed. The in­ 
surance on tlie mill was as follows: 
Eugene Meyer had a policy in the 
H am burg and Bremen for $3,500—$2,- 
<U)0 on the building and $1,5U0 on the 
m achinery; and Messrs. Downey and 
Childs, one for $4,000 on the building 
alone, in tlie State Investm ent Fund. 
The loss of Messrs. Deming, Palm er & 
Co., the lessees of the mill, will proba­ 
bly reach $5,000. 
¡some $500 worth of 
goods were saved from the burning 
builiii ig. There can be no blame at­ 
tached to anybody for the conflagra­ 
tion so far as learned.

These are each the 
nucleus of a rich farming section. 
It is plain to be seen th at Los 
Angeles county is tlie represent­ 
ative county of Southern Califor­ 
nia, and tiie emporium of Los 
Angeles county and Southern 
California is Los Angeles City, 
centrally located therein ; also 
centrally located in the best val­ 
ley on tlie Globe. 


Trip to Wilmington. 


A run on the cars down to W ilm ing­ 
ton is always a pleasant trip. 
We 
found business apparently reviving in 
this pleasant, quiet old town. The 
Southern 
California 
Co-operative 
W arehouse and Shipping Association 
are still pushing forward their great 
enterprise w ith characteristic vigor. 
The solid earthw ork for the roadway 
and railway, extending from their ex­ 
tensive warehouses to tlie new wharf 
they are just completing, is now being 
bulkheaded on each side of tlie entire 
length by encasing it w ith thick red­ 
wood timbers, spiked to piles of the 
same 
m aterial which 
are driven 
firmly into the solid earth, below tiie 
mud and anchored into tlie bank. 
This places this roadway beyond any 
possibility of being damaged by high 
tides and rough waters or from any 
other cause. 
These earthworks are 
1,500 feet long, and by its side, ex­ 
tending from the warehouse to the 
bay they are constructing a canal of 
sufficient capacity to run in small 
crafts w ith wood, etc., which will be a 
great auxiliary in their main shipping 
operations. The w harf is a structure 
of superior strength, and so arranged 
th at at present three ships could be 
loaded or discharged at thesam etim e; 
and the com pany’s franchise extends 
several thousand feet further down 
the channel, upon which t lie wharf 
can be extended when the commerce 
of the country requires it. They have 
made am ple provisions for a solid 
road, track to extend from the main 
track of the Los Angeles and San 
Pedro Railroad to tlie end of their 
wharf, so as to transfer freight, bag­ 
gage and passengers direct from the 
cars to tlie ship, and vice versa. 
A 
proposition lias been made to the old 
company to run their cars out on this 
wharf, giving them the privileges of 
these new improvements, hut no re­ 
sponse lias as yet been made, and as 
the grain is beginning to come in on 
the cars tlie warehouse company are 
obliged to haul it from the depot to 
the warehouse for storage, on account 
of tlie producer. 
W e understand th at 
large quantities of our abundant bar­ 
ley crop is now coming forward into 
the hands of this company to he held 
in store by them for better prices. 
Their receipts are considered a first- 
class collateral, upon which any hank 
on the coast will loan money. South­ 
ern California lias long felt tiie need 
of an institution of this kind, and we 
hope th at it will receive the patron­ 
age 
and 
enjoy 
the 
confidence 
th at such an im portant m ovement 
justly merits. 
A few more words with 
refi fence to the wharf, bulkhead and 
warehouses of this company m ay not 
be uninteresting. 
The wharf is forty- 
two feet wide and four hundred and 
sixty feet Jong from tlie bulkhead at 
the end of the earthwork, and is built 
upon piles six feet from center to cen­ 
ter, driven to the hardpan, thoroughly 
spiked and braced, and floored with 
heavy planks. The bulkhead is of the 
most solid character and thirty feet 
long. Their warehouses embrace the 
extensive buildings erected by the 
Governm ent for this m ilitary post, one 
of the largest in ¿Southern California. 
The main building is two hundred and 
seventy feet long by seventy-two wide, 
and two wings two hundred feet long, 
with central sheds two hundred by 
sixty feet. They are efí immense ca­ 
pacity. Their fire protection embraces 
a strong force-pump with six hundred 
feet of two-inch lio e. 
B. I). Wilson 
and N orm an C. Jones have recently 
purchased the large mills and m anu­ 
facturing works built for the m ilitary 
post, and more recently owned by 
Banning & Co., including the grist 
mill, planing mill, blacksmith and 
wagon shops, together with all the 
landed estate belonging to the same, 
and are putting them in repair ami 
beginning to operate the same, intend­ 
ing to extend their operations in this 
direction so as to embrace the manu- 
f ct ire of furniture. Their blacksmith 
shops embrace seven forges; the wagon 
shops six benches, with all facilities 
for turning oil' first-class work; the 
planing mill runs one muly saw, two 
circular saws, two gig and scroll saws, 
one moulder with all variety of knives; 
turning lathes w ith spoke and felloe 
cutters. 
They employ white laborers, 
except eight Chinamen on the corral 
excavation. 
Through the politeness of Messrs. 
Jones and Wilson we took a ride 
around 
town 
and 
tlie 
adjoining 
country, and saw much to admire. 
The crops are excellent. 
Mr. Wilson 
and a few others are testing the growth 
of the vine and semi-tropical fruit 
trqes here without irrigation. 
His 
place is one mile back from (lie water 
front at the garrison grounds. 
Mr. 
Wilson took us into his young orchard 
and vineyard, and out of 4,000 grape 
cuttings set o u tla st W inter only ten 
failed ft) grow, and we never saw more 
fresh and vigorous vines than these, 
and in his orchard of almost every 
variety of trees set out last Winter, 
he lias lost none to speak Of, and no 
in ig a ion. 
•Tlie Wilson College, the gift of Mr. 
W. is located upon those grounds, 
and t .ey report in a prosperous con­ 
dition. 
The W ilm ington Exchange (Hotel) 
is a large and commodious house, 
pleasantly located, and offers induce­ 
m ents to tourists to stop and while 


away a few days. 
This* house is 
crowded, which speaks well for the 
place. 
Our enterprising young friend, N. 
H. Mitchell, of Anaheim, runs a stage 
from his town to connect w ith the 
steamers. 
We found our friend Fisher, of the 
W ilm ington E nterprise, pegging away 
at his entergrise, happy, wide-awake 
and full of hope. 
Long m ay Fisher 
prove successful in fishing for items. 
On the whole, W ilm ington has not 
for years seemed to be in such such a 
recuperated condition as now. 


LAY SERMON NO. 4. 


T iiu n ^ iils fo r N un fay >3 e:i I i l l ¡0 :1. 


“ Search the Scriptures.” 
This is a command from Heaven, 
and ought to be obeyed by all people; 
and is obeyed to some extent by all 
the members of the various religious 
denominations. 
Blit wliat is very re­ 
markable, every religious denom ina­ 
tion, and every student of the Bible, 
finds th at theScriptures teach precisely 
w hat they individually believe, and 
when we come to exam ine their creeds, 
wo find them as diam etrically opposed 
to each other as the opposite poles. 
As this fact is so well know n it is not 
necessary to give instances. 
But as 
this is the case, is it not the part of 
Christian modesty to feel loss confi­ 
dence in our own opinions when we 
see so m any great and good m en de­ 
riving exactly opposite views from the 
same divine fountain ? And should it 
not suggest tlie question, whether 
each party has discovered the right 
mode of interpreting the word of God ? 
All cannot be right, and possibly all 
m ay bo wrong; anil this last we have 
m any reasons for believing. 
These thoughts should lead every 
Bible student to inquire in regard to 
the true nature of the word, which 
seems to be so easily misrepresented, 
or so accommodating to tlie reader’s 
state, or to his peculiar objects of in­ 
vestigation, 
On what principle was the Scrip­ 
tures w ritte n ’’ And why did God, in 
speaking to man, speak in a way to 
give 
different m en such 
opposite 
views of the same subject? These 
questions, correctly answered, will aid 
m any biblical students to receive in­ 
struction and pleasure from passages 
of Scripture, which arc to them now 
incomprehensible, and only received 
by blind faith. 
Let us, then, understand th a t God 
always did speak to m an in exact 
adaptation to his state at the time. 
There is a great variety in our Bible, 
because there was a very great variety 
of states or characteristics of mind, to 
which it was, at as m any different 
times, addressed. The sacred Scrip­ 
tures consist of God’s manifestations 
or “ show ings” of Him self to nn n- 
kind. 
This principle should never be 
overlooked in Bible interpetration; it 
is this: these showings were, in every 
instance, characterized by the states 
of tiie people to whom they were 
made, T hat is, “ to tlie pure,” as Da­ 
vid said, “ God shows H im self pure, 
but to the froward God shows Him self 
froward.” 
The Bible consists en­ 
tirely of God’s showings of H im self to 
the froward—to the vindictive, wrath­ 
ful,selfish,changeable and unforgiving 
—for there have been no pure to 
whom He could show Him self pure, 
and this is tlie reason why He is rep­ 
resented in Scripture as possessing 
most of the infirmities and inconsist­ 
encies of character that m an pos­ 
sesses. This is the reason why every 
m an sees in God a character ju st like 
ids own—every m an makes aG od like 
himself. 
This explains the reason 
why most men have looked upon God 
as taking offense at the conduct of His 
children, as if H e was really angered 
by it. This is the reason why they 
have looked upon Him as distant, 
stern, implacable, unforgiving, but for 
a reward, a purchase, a sacrifice. In 
a word, this is the reason why they 
have totally misunderstood H is char­ 
acter and their own relations to Him . 
It is because they havo taken appar­ 
ent truths, 
which 
these .Scripture 
showings of God of Him self to the 
ftoward are, for real truths. 
In the literal interpretration of the 
Bible, tb ere are a great m any things 
which tlie good m an cannot believe, 
whatever lie may blindly profess, for 
in the letter the Bible teaches in' one 
place the very opposite of what it 
teaches in another. 
It teaches, in­ 
deed, palpable inconsistencies and ab­ 
surdities, and such as cannot be recon­ 
ciled or explained on rational princi­ 
ples; and every attem pt to do so only 
excites the righteous contempt and 
ridicule of hqnest-thinkiug m en—in 
fact, drives them further away and 
makes them hate the very nam e of 
religion. 
Thus 
we 
charge 
tlie 
churches with the crime of making 
iiilidels by tlie thousands, 
Loving m en can believe in a loving 
God, but selfish men, whose chief con­ 
cern is to m ake the best of this life and 
the next, can only believe in a selfish 
God like themselves; and they find 
H im in His showings of Him self in 
the external sense of tlie Bible, 
Do 
not men make out of the literal m ean­ 
ing of the Bible m any and various re­ 
ligions to suit their corrupt states, and 
they give the Bible as good authority? 
In exemplification of the principle of 
which 1 am speaking, it is evident 
th a t God showed Himself in one way 
to m an in His integrity, in another to 


the people represented by Noah, in 
another to the farther degenerate Is­ 
raelites, in another to His disciples, in 
still another to the multitude, the ig­ 
norant and dark-minded rabble; and 
it is a fact th a t ought to strike the 
mind with force that to these last He 
always showed Himself in parables 
and dark sayings. The examples are 
too numerous to mention. 
H e who 
studies tlie Bible in acknowledgment 
of this great principle will be con­ 
vinced; and lie will also be convinced 
th at God never m eant man to learn 
His m eaning by comparing Scripture 
with Scripture, for only the learned 
could do this. 
He told the ignorant 
rabble: 
“ If any man come to M eand 
bate not liis father, and his mother, 
and children, and wife, and brethren, 
and sisters, yea, and his own life, he 
cannot bo My disciple.” W hy did the 
Lord tell tlie vulgar rabble this, and 
yet tell the more intelligent disciples 
that they m ust love all men, even 
their enemies. 
Do not tell me that 
hate menus love, for the ignorant mul­ 
titude who were addressed were not 
capable of twisting the words round 
into any such opposite meaning, even 
if they had heard what the Lord sai<> 
t> the disciples; but they did not 
hear it. 
Is not this a most remarkable ex- 
emplificat on of that gri at princip'e 
on which every word of tlio Sacred 
Scriptures was given to man, a prin­ 
ciple which every one m ust see and 
acknowledge before be can claim to 
understand tlie Bible. 
W ith this 
principle in view, we can readily un­ 
derstand why the various sects are so 
opposite in their creeds. 
They m ust learn th at the Scriptures 
in tlie letter, are only apparent truths; 
that is truths as they were when 
brought 
down 
to 
the 
states of 
froward 
men, 
it 
being 
an 
ap­ 
parent 
to 
such, 
and 
became 
they possess corrisponding qualities 
of 
mind, 
th at 
God 
is 
angry, 
vindictive, and unforgiving but for a 
reward. They must learn that there 
are a s m any different apparent truths 
in tlie Bible as there are classes of 
froward men to whom God in His 
word shows himself. 
This is the real 
cause of so m any different religions 
and sects. 
W e will try to m ake you under­ 
stand more clearly the difference be­ 
tween real and apparent truth. Real 
truth is spiritual light th at shines 
clearly. 
N atural light, when it comes 
to us pure or iinnilected by a medium 
is white, but w hen it passes through 
a medium, as smoked glass, it par­ 
takes of the medium. 
I t is no longer 
real light, but light as it appears after 
it passes through a vitiating medium. 
¡So tru th or spiritual light loses its 
real pure character as it enters a viti­ 
ated, froward mind. 
Tlie natural eye 
cannot bear to behold the sun even as 
it shines through 
the atmosphere, 
neither could the natural mind bear 
the unveiled 
spiritual 
truth; 
the 
Lord plainly declared this to the dis­ 
ciples. Consequently the Word of God 
comes to us clothed or shaded. 
It is 
pure truth however, but veiled under 
parables or symbols to suit our wants. 
Before the various sects can come to­ 
gether, they m ust learn to look at the 
Scripture from a new standpoint. 
By reading the Bible in the light of 
this acknowledgment, we shall derive 
different views of God, 
We will see 
Him, not in the character of an arbi­ 
trary potentate, whose anger can only 
be appeased by a bloody sacrifice, but 
we will see H im as a loving father, 
always ready to forgive and bless His 
children.
